The economic distress of today was 
a legacy of the Great War, the speak- 
er maintained, To the same course he 
traced the downfall of political free- 


dom,

BLEACHING FACIAL PACK

do wonders toward toning up a sallow

neglect. 

There is no quicker or better way t« 
tone up such a. skin than by using a 
lemon facial pack. The first step in 
this, as In any facial pack, is thor- 
ough cleansing of the skin. Apply a 
generous coating of cleansing cream tc 
| the entire face and neck. Apply very 
gently but firmly and let it remain on 
}for two or three minutes before re- 
moving with a soft cloth. Next massage 
the face gently With a tissue cream 


water. As soon as the towel has cooled 
apply another, steaming the face in 
| this way four to six times. Next satur- 
ate a pad of absorbent cotton in 
witch-hazel or any mild astringent 
| this. This not only aids in the cleans-

Now you are ready for the lemon 
bleaching pack. 'To make this use twe 
tablespoonfuls peroxide, three table-

| spoonfuls of almond meal or fine oat- 
}meal and witch-hazel, sufficient to 
cover the meal. To make the pack 
cover the meal with the witchhaze! 
and let it stand a few minutes. Then 
Strain and add the other liquids. Now 
dip a pad of absorbent cotton on a 
thin towel in the bleaching liquid and

At Lambeth Parley 


At Lambeth Palace, London, the 
Archbishop of Canterbury handed to 
Dr. Westcott, Mefropolitan of the 
church in India, a letter intimating 
that the India church endowment fund 
of £40500 had been raised.

There always has been a feeling in 
buying dinnerware that it must be 
china, through which light wijl pene- 
trate, and not earthenware. Good 
china certainly {is desirable, but it is 
also expensive. 

At ome time hard-fired china was 
more interesting than earthenware 
but in the past few years the act of 
potting has been so improved that it 
is now impossible to get more pleas- 
ing contours into earthenware. More- 
over, fine coloring effects can be put 
on earthenware through improvement 
in decaicomania. Colors cannot be 
easily transferred to hard-fired china 
because the heat is so intense that it 
would burn the color

Not Spoon-Fed 

Some people have been under the 
impression, Miss Brown stated, that 
the settlers under the Soldier Settie-

| “I am frequently asked what to do

‘It was against pictures of whiskey ac- 
tivities, of rum-runners and their vessels which 
might fall into the hands of the United States 
prohibition forces that the embargo was ada- 
mant. ° 

Dozens rum-runners we saw n 
Pierre’s granite-girdled haven. One of the first 
sights we noticed as weecrossed the quay a few 
minutes after landing was a tithe, dark gray 
speed boat taking on three thousand cases. 
Other schooners we saw loaded down to the 
gunwales, for although the main rum fleet re 
turns around the middle of each month 
the moon is high, there are always two or three 
boats a day slipping away on mysterious mis- 
sions. Of these boats we took no pictures, even 
surreptitiously, and intend to respect the secret 
of their identification. It is usual for fifteen 
to twenty of them to be anchored down in the 
bottle-neck of the harbor at the same time 

Some of these boats go to their destination 
over night. For the coast of Cape Breton is 
only 250 miles away, and Canada, as well a 
the Atlantic seaboard of the United States, ha 
rum fed from “French Peters,” the 
name St. Pierre goes by in the maritimes. 

One-fourth of all the liquor shipped out of 
St. Pierre, in fact, is believed to be smuggled 
back into Canada. The explanation is that Cana- 
dian liquor must pay high taxes to the govern- 
ment, while contraband cargoes from St. Pierre 
cheat all excise texes, and the low duties of 
the French island make it possible to undersell 
by far the Canadian government contro] stores. 

Just outside of North Sydney, as we were! 
on our way to St. Pierre, motor speed boats, 
rushing away from 1,000 gallons of jettisoned 
alcohol, left it for the Canadian government 
revenue cutter Stumble Inn. On the way 
home, at the same Cape Breton port, a taxi 
driver told us how he and other drivers had 
recently helped to land $14,000 worth of alcohol 
along the coast

States a few months ago was St. Pierre’s El

in comparison to 60,000,000, or $4,000,000, from 
fishing. Then, in the past six months, came 
24,000,000 of Canada’s diverted export traffic. 
This was the foam on the golden fountain, the 
forerunner of more effervescence to come.

The 
liquor firms give away the boxes. 
St. Pierrais build sheds out of them, and rent 
the space to the liquor companies. 

In St. Pierre, the next monument, according 
to benefits received, should be surmounted by 
an empty whiskey box. For three days we 
lived in the old-world atmosphere of the place, 
steeped in its politeness, its hospitality and the 
omnipresent odor of the new liquid riches. We 
climbed up the height at the back of the town 
to the tall Calvary that dominates the harbor, 
and there, a few feet away, was a heap of 
empty rye boxes.

A 
great shipment of Louis Roederer champagne 
from France and Peter Pan whiskey had come 
in wet and was spread out on the floor of two 
large rooms to dry. In room after room, the 
serried rows of bags and wooden cases covered 
with burlap reached from the floors to the ceil- 
ings, upstairs and down. Kegs of rye, valued 
at $30,000, filled two other rooms except for a 
passageway of light from the door to the win- 
dow. Here was $500,000 worth of liquor. The 
total stock on the island of this Canadian com- 
pany, whose head offices are in Vancouver, is 
$1,500,000. Men and boys outside were hauling 
up part of a cargo from the quay in large-size 
hand carts. Other boys, whose pictures we 
took, were unpacking the bottles. 

On a chelf that ran al! around this agent's 
offices were many of the best brands of Eng- 
lish and Canadian whiskies, liqueurs and gins. 
Most of them could be purchased here for 31

band fleets of schooners and fast speed boats 
that rendezvous at St. Pierre. 

Strange to say. it is mainly through one of 
the principal Canadian banks that they do busi- 
ness. Bank loans are readily advanced on the 
company’s collateral of liquor stored in the 
warehouses. Along the quay are the head of- 
fices of these companies with their names across 
the front. By far the larger number of them 
operate under the British flag, although in many 
cases they are undoubtedly subsidized by United 
States and Canadian capital. Often they are 
connected with distributing companies at Bos- 
ton or New York and other seaboard ports. Cer- 
tainly a large number of these shipments are 
made out to fictitious consignees and ports. The 
French government is not too inquisitive, al- 
though following United States protests it has 


sent orders that manifests are to be checked 
more closely in respect to international usage 
which requires that a ship’s papers shall be 


stamped in the port where its cargo is landed. 
Not a few times before, in Rum Row’s 
devious story have satisfactory stamps been ob- 
tained nearer St. Pierre. 

Forty rum boats, they told us, go out at 
least every month from the quays at St. Pierre. 
And how many are caught in a year?

Least of all do they want to catch sight of 
strangers, especially with cameras, which might 
be stuck out of a window unawares in the little 
hotels along the quay and the photographs be 
sent to Washington. 

Even while we were at St. Pierre the ban 
again cameras strengthened. Tourists on 
their way back from Newfoundland did visit 
M. Legesse’s free wine barrels, but they were 
ordered this time to leave their cameras on 
board on pain of arrest. 

Once again it is night on the Farnorth, 
poking across the Gulf back to North Sydney. 
Once again the northern lights are flickering 
eerily. On the top deck a visiting priest who 
has been conducting a retreat at St. Pierre, is 
lamenting the trend of modern discoveries 
whose refrigeration plants and oil burning en- 
gines have revolutionized the fishing industry 
so that the trawlers from France now take on 
their catch without touching at St. Pierre. 

But inside the smoking salon are gruffer 
sounds of the new order. VDistillers’ agents are 
crossing on mysterious missions. Their chief 
characteristics are suspicion and inquisitiveness 
about passengers from St. Pierre. They are 
talking about the recent strictness about pass- 
ports. 


“They need to be particular now to keep 
spies out,” growled one.
